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DETAILED ACTION 

The following restriction requirement is in view of the newly submitted claims in 
the amendment filed on 1 1 September 2009. 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-5, 10, 12, 13, 23, 25, 26, 35-39, 44, 47, and 57-60 drawn to a method 
of making effervescent granules, in which at least one acidic effervescent component 
and at least one alkaline effervescent component are loaded into an evacuatable 
container and react with one another in a vacuum with stirring, the container being 
evacuated to a first vacuum, followed by reaction-related evolution of gas and pressure 
increase up to a second vacuum value, followed by drying of effervescent granules in a 
vacuum. 

Group II, claims 1, 6-9, 27, 35, 40-43, and 61 drawn to the method of claims 1 and 35 
wherein the reaction is stopped one of two maxima is reached. 

Group III, claims 1, 11, 23, 29, 35, 45, 57, and 63 drawn to the method of claims 1 and 
35 wherein a granulating liquid is added to at least one of the reactive effervescent 
constituents or the mixture of the reactive effervescent constituents. 

Group IV, claims 1, 14, 15, 30, 35, 48, 49, and 64 drawn to the method of claims 1 and 
35 wherein after the drying step, the effervescent granules are mixed with at least one 
pharmaceutical active substance. 

Group V, claims 1,16, 22, 35, 50, and 56 drawn to the method of claims 1 and 35, 
wherein carbon dioxide is passed in during the reaction cycles. 
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Group VI, claims 1, 17, 31, 35, 51, and 65 drawn to the method of claims 1 and 35, 
wherein, after drying is complete, carbon dioxide is aspirated into the container and the 
effervescent granules are treated with carbon dioxide. 

Group VII, claims 18, 19, 32, 52, 53, and 66 drawn to a method for stabilizing 
effervescent particles containing residual moisture. 

Group VIII, claims 20, 21 , 33, 34, 54, 55, 66, and 68 drawn to an effervescent particle. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature in all groups is the reaction of an acidic component with an alkaline 
component in a vacuum. US 4,678,661 ("Gergely") (cited in the IDS of 25 April 2008) 
teaches the reaction of an acidic component with an alkaline component (see col. 3, 
lines 55-56) in a vacuum (see col. 4, lines 6-11). 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 
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(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
